SiR,—In accordance with Chapter 3, Section 24, of the 
Revised Ordinances, I respectfully present the report of the 
Penal Institutions Department for the year ending January 
31, 1901. 

The present Commissioner succeeded Mr. Emest C. 
Marshall, March 6, 1900. Mr. Charles F. R. Foss succeeded 
Mr. Thomas Francis Hunt as Assistant Commissioner, May 
1, 1900. 

The institutions of this Department are the Houses of 
Correction at Deer Island and South Boston. The work of 
these institutions has been well done; both the physical and 
Moral wants of the inmates have received constant attention, 
and every consideration consistent with the correctional 
Character of these Houses of Correction has been given 
them. It is only fair to the Department to say that every 
Prisoner has been treated in a humane manner. 

There are employed in this Department 156 men and 52 
Women. Of this number, 7 men and 2 women are em- 


ployed in the office, beside the Commissioner and his assist- 
ant. 
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At the House of Correction, Deer Island, there are em- 
ployed 1 Master, 1 Deputy Master, 78 men, and 32 women ; 
at the House of Correction, South Boston, 1 Master, 1 Dep- 
uty Master, 54 men and 17 women; on the steamer J. 
Putnam Bradlee, 1 Captain, 10 men, and 1 woman. 


DISCIPLINE, 


The object of a House of Correction is to reclaim the law- 
breaker, both for the good of the community and for the 
individual good of the inmate, that he may become a useful, 
law-abiding citizen. Discipline in such an institution must 
be firm, and not severe. All rules must be obeyed, and in 
the institutions of this Department are such that it is not a 
difficult matter to obey them. When the prisoner disobeys 
any of these rules he is punished. Punishment consists in 
depriving the offender of some minor privilege and in solitary 
confinement. Most prisoners are tractable, and inclined 
to obey the rules, thereby earning, by their good conduct, 
the rebate from the length of sentence which the law pro- 
vides. Some prisoners persist in breaking the rules and 
are consequently punished, thereby increasing the aggre- 
gate number of punishments. The report of these punish- 
ments is encouragingly less, and to those who are interested 
in the welfare of the prisoners it is a sign of their reforma- 
tion. 

The masters and officers connected with these institutions 
have been instructed to see that the prisoners are treated in a 
fair and humane manner at all times. 


PROBATION. 


Three hundred and twenty-seven permits to be at liberty 
have been granted through this office during the past year. 
Five prisoners who have been released by the Commissioner 
on permits to be at liberty, have had the permits revoked be- 
cause of violation of the conditions of their release. The 
number of revocations of release is encouragingly low, and i$ 
due, no doubt, to the thorough investigation of all cases 
brought to our notice, and the confidence we feel in their 
reformation before the cases are presented to the court. 


WOMEN IN PRISON AND THEIR REFORM. 


Plans for a women's prison, to be built on Deer island, are 
now being drawn. Itis proposed to have separate cells, P 
plaee of dormitories, laundry, work-rooms, and ehapel in t^ 
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one building. By this arrangement the proper classification 
of women inmates will be obtained and a complete separation 
from the men prisoners will follow. 

The housing of the women at night in separate cells instead 
of in dormitories promises much in the way of reformation, 
as the persistent offender, by this means, can be kept apart 
more effectually from the casual one, thereby lessening the 
chances of contamination by evil influences. 

Mrs. Florence Garrettson Spooner still continues her 
missionary work among the women at the South Boston House 
of Correction with excellent results. The association with so 
high minded and ardent a worker for their good cannot but 
produce the best results. I thank her most heartily for her 
efforts in their behalf, 


AID FOR DISCHARGED PRISONERS. 


The work of the Agents for Discharged Prisoners is very 
important, and, considering the limited amount of money 
placed at our disposal, the results are very satisfactory. 

lhe object of this aid is to give relief to prisoners upon 
their discharge, and to help them to become self-supporting 
and self-respecting. Many of these men and women are 
destitute when released, and, having neither home nor friends, 
might become again public charges if it were not for the 
timely aid given by this Department. This aid consists in 
supplying clothing, when necessary, providing food and lodg- 
Mg while waiting for employment, transportation when home 
and friends are outside of Boston, procuring employment, 
When it is possible, and in other ways encouraging and help- 
ing these men and women. The reports of the Agents for 
Discharged Prisoners, which are appended, show in detail 
the work performed by them.

Addition to the Hospital. 


_ The new wards of the hospital are nearing completion, and 
lt is hoped that they will be ready for occupancy by May 1. 
An unproved system of ventilation, heating, and plumbing 
i been provided for this addition, which will be used for 
-Ontagious diseases. A fully equipped operating room has 
ĉen provided for the needs of the patients, which, in point 
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of light and general equipment is second to none in any insti- 
tution. When this addition is completed the County of 
Suffolk will have a first class institution hospital. 


Electric Lighting. 


Recognizing the advantages to be derived from electric 
lighting, both on the ground of greater immunity from fire and 
a steadier, brighter light for the use of the inmates when in 
their cells, the Commissioner has had a new switeh-board 
installed, large enough to connect any part of the island with 
the electric plant, the old one being much too small for 
present and future uses. It is his desire to have every 
building on this island lighted by electricity 


Wharf. 


It is essential for general safety that the wharf at Deer 
Island be put in proper condition. Many of the piles have 
rotted, and the entire wharf needs overhauling. This will be 
done as soon as the necessary appropriation is forthcoming. 
Repairs should be made at once in order to avoid danger. 


Sea - Wall. 


The sea-wall, which was destroyed in the storm of Novem- 
ber, 1898, is being repaired. 


Water Service. 


A 12-inch water main has been laid across Shirley Gut 
during the past summer, connecting the island with the 
main land, thereby insuring a sufficient flow of water for the 
uses of the institution and in case of fire. 


CHANGES IN OFFICERS AT DEER ISLAND. 


There have been a number of changes among the ofti- 
cers at Deer Island, the more important ones being as fol- 
lows: 

Lorenzo D. Perkins, appointed to the position of Deputy 
Master on September 19, 1900, in place of George W. Shep- 
ardson, who was removed September 10, 1900. 

Dr. Alfred A. Taft, appointed to the position of Physician 
at the Deer Island Hospital, on May 1, 1900, to succeed Dr. 
Thomas F. Roche, who died April 8, 1900. 

Dr. James R. Black, appointed to the position of 
Assistant Physician at the Deer Island Hospital, Oon 
August 1, 1900. 
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INCREASE IN THE PER CAPITA EXPENSE. 


An increase per capita of fifty cents a week is more appar- 
ent than real for the following three reasons: 

First. — The number of inmates at Deer Island has been 
less the past year than previously, though the cost of run- 
ning the institution remains the same as heretofore. 

Second. — Owing to the passage of the law requiring that 
Sixty hours constitute a week's labor for officers, etc., it 
has been necessary to increase the working force at this in- 
stitution. 

Third. — There have been a number of needed permanent 
improvements made in buildings, hospital, etc., all of which 
tend to increase the per capita expense. ‘These improve- 
ments have been paid for out of the regular appropriations 
rather than by special loan. 


HOUSE or Correction, SOUTH Bosron. 


A bill was passed by the Legislature authorizing the re- 
moval of the House of Correction at South Boston to Deer 
Island. This will be done as soon as the necessary appro- 
Priations are made. 

_ Very few improvements have been made here for some 
time on account of the agitation for the removal of this 
plant. The buildings at South Boston are old, and the cells 
are entirely too small for present-day ideas concerning the 
treatment of prisoners. That the cells are too small has 
been the contention of several of my predecessors for many 
years past, and, I feel, as they did, that it is detrimental to 
the health of the inmates to keep them locked up in such 
small cells. 

There are many advantages to be derived from the trans- 
ferring of this institution to Deer Island, chief among which 
will be the improved condition in the housing of the men 
and the Opportunity offered for out-of-door work. 


STEAMER J. PuTNAM BRADLEE. 


The J. Putnam Bradlee has been in commission for the 
Past twenty-five years, both winter and summer, doing the 


institution work among the islands in the harbor. 


: «ach year the eost for repairs and overhauling amounts to 
Several thousand dollars. The expense alone for boat hire 
and repairs during the last fifteen years has exceeded the 


PAE nal costicof iie oas It teans Ome expedient that a 
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new and more modern boat should be furnished the Depart- 
ment if for no other reason than for economy. 

A new building, containing receiving rooms for prisoner 
freight shed, and general office, has been erected on Eastern 
avenue wharf. This fills a long-felt want, especially 12 the 
receiving of prisoners. 

In conclusion, I wish to thank all who have been ass 
ated with me in the conduct of the work of this Department

Dear Sir, — I hereby offer my annual report as Agent 
for Discharged Male Prisoners for the year ending January 
31, 1901: 

Since assuming office I have made weekly visits to our in- 
stitutions at South Boston and Deer Island, and have listened 
to those applicants for pardons, to those who have been re- 
leased I have furnished clothing, tools, transportation, gratui- 
ties, food and lodging, obtained work for some, and in a few 
other cases got men reinstated with their employers, and in 
various other ways have held out a helping hand to these un- 
fortunates, trying to let them see that the Commissioner is 
their friend, who desires to help those that help themselves in 
their endeavors in getting a start towards becoming honest 
and respectable citizens.

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REPORT OF AGENT FOR DISCHARGED FEMALE 
PRISONERS. 


February 1, 1901, 
Mr. PETER MORRISON, 
Penal Institutions Commissioner: 


Dear Sig, — I respectfully submit herewith my annual 
Teport as Agent for Discharged Female Prisoners for the year 
ending February 1, 1901. 

During the past twelve months I have visited the House 
ot Correction at Deer Island, under your charge, once a week, 
ind have interviewed all the women prisoners who desired to 
Speak with me,— some of them in relation to obtaining pardons, 
Others concerning clothing in pawn or articles in storage, and 
Sull others in regard to obtaining employment on their re- 
ease, 

Through the kindness of the Commissioner in allowing me 
lo furnish these women with clothing when released and 
Means of conveyance to their homes or to places of employ- 
meut, much good has resulted. 

Many of these women are homeless, and practically desti- 
ute on release. Necessary articles of clothing are furnished 

lose in need by this Department, and many are taken charge 
of and kindly cared for until employment is obtained for 
iem, or until they can be sent to their homes. 
n redeeming pawned clothing only the very worthy cases 
are taken up, 
In obtaining employment for these women the endeavor 
E been made to provide work in places outside the City and 
Way from their old associations. It has been found that they 
generally do better in such places, where they are away from 
; pasion, and are thus given a better opportunity to reform. 
hr me these women write to me from time to time, and I 
B ues kept informed of the progress they are making 

Wards leading a better and more useful life.

The 
Chaplain desires to thank cordially all who have aided this 
important part of the work, especially the Commissioner, 
Assistant Commissioner, Master, Deputy-Master, Clerk, offi 
cers and matrons for their sympathy and helpfulness. 


CHAPEL SERVICES. 


The services on Sunday have been as usual, and have been 
well attended. The Chaplain has been assisted, as in former 
years, by quite a number of clergymen and laymen ; our or- 
ganist (Mr. Charles H. Whittier) and his pupils providing 
the musical portions of the services, and on the Sunday after 
Christmas and that after Easter we have had forty or fifty 
voices in the chorus, all of which have been very helpful to 
the religious work. Several persons have come in to assist in 
the musie, and altogether we feel much has been accom- 
plished by the “ mission of song.” 


PERSONAL MINISTRATIONS. 


There are no statistics to show what has been done in the 
way of individual interviews and ministrations, in visiting the 
Sick in the hospitals, and in counselling and advising pris- 
oners previous to their discharge. The Sacraments have 
been administered whenever required, and the burial service 
read over the bodies of unclaimed dead, but the Chaplain has 
had even more than perfunctory duties, as he has endeavore 
to enter sympathetically into the work, and think of his cure 
in meditation and prayer.

vices for the women, and it has been my pleasure to play the 
organ for the hymn singing. 1 feel very grateful for this: 
and want to return thanks for it; also to express my sincere 
appreciation to our friend and co-laborer, the Rev. Mathew J: 
Flaherty, for a continuance of his hearty codperation in the 
literary and religious departments.

Very an i noie drawn for a New Women's Prison, which is 
làtes needed, the building now occupied by the female 
not being adapted to their use. The new building 
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should contain a chapel, laundry, kitchen, dining and work 
rooms, and a cell for each inmate, and should have all the 
modern conveniences. The number of female prisoners dur- 
ing the past year has not been large — a daily average of 263. 
Many are broken in health and by old age are unfit for labor. 
Those who can work are employed in the several depart- 
ments, cooking, washing and ironing, mending, operating 
sewing-machines, nursing, etc. 

Our Hospital Annex will be completed by May next, and we 
will then have a Hospital second to none in the State. The 
only criticism that can be made then will be that it is built 
of wood, and is not fireproof, which is a care as regards 
safety. 

Our Resident Physician, Dr. Albert A. Taft, with his able 
assistants Dr. Paul Carson and Dr. James S. Black, carefully 
attend to all the duties required of them, with much credit. 
The new operating-room is a great addition, and those who 
have occasion to visit it for surgical treatment can testify to 
its usefulness. 

The steamboat and coal wharves should be thoroughly re- 
paired as the piling and planking are decayed and render the 
wharves unsafe for travel. 

The farming operations have been carried on with energy» 
and the general results are satisfactory. Our live stock is 
in good condition.

The vacancy 
caused by the removal of Mr. Shephardson was filled by the 
return of our former Deputy Master, Mr. Lorenzo D. Per- 
kins, who recently resigned from the office of Superintendent 
of the House of Reformation at Rainsford Island. 

We are indebted to the Health Commissioners, the Doctors, 
Captain and crew of the steamer “ Vigilant,” who are ever 
ready to serve us. 

With my excellent corps of clerks, doctors, nurses, officers 
and matrons I am much pleased. Without the support and 
loyalty of these no institution can be a success, as has been 
demonstrated in the past. I trust our present relations may 
be lasting, not alone as officers, but as citizens and friends. 
They have my entire confidence and thanks. 

In closing, Mr. Commissioner, allow me to thank you and 
your assistant, Mr. Charles F. R. Foss, for the encouragement, 
able support, and courtesies I have received at your hands. 
No words of mine can add anything to your reputation for 
honesty, integrity, and efficiency in the office you have $0 
ably filled the past year.
